IntsH emigration to America was 
cut down last year to 50,000 and is 
still decreasing. Ireland is improv- 
ing, and becoming 2 better country 
for the Irish than the United States. 
Republicanism here has done for 
them. 


A possIsLe siga of business de- 
pression in New York is the record 
of six suicides in one day in that 
city. It is easy to condemn, and 
yet judgment must not be too hasty. 
The impossibility of recovering a 
foothold once lost in 2 crowded city 
in a time of the prostration of all 
industries, presents to many the 
alternatives of slow starvation or 
speedy death. Few of mankind are 
fortified with the strength of relig- 
ion, and unaided human nature 
goes down in the conflict. 


Tue most remarkable sale on 
record is the sale of the Stewart 
property, with the reservation of 
some renal estate in the city of New 
York, to Judge Hilton, Mrs. Stew- 
art transferring the property to him 
for the sum of one million dollars. 
This is very sensible in Mrs. Stew- 
art, for it admits her incapacity to 
manage a vast property, and it 
recognizes a purpose to have carried 
out the wishes of her deceased hus- 
band. Elsewhere will be found an 
article from a New York paper on 
the subject. 


JOURNALISTIC. 

The Cincinnati Enguirer, which 
is our most valued Western cx- 
change, comes to us much increas- 
ed in volume and amount of read- 
ing matter, It is really a splendid 
and able daily with seventy columns 
of reading matter. Its enterprise 
treads closely upon the heels of the 
New York Herald. 

And speaking of the Herald re- 
minds us that this mammoth jour- 
nal, which seemed long since to 
have passed the bounds of journal- 
istic ambition in its determination 
to more than meet public wants and 


expectation, is coming to us occa-. 


sionally as a quintuple sheet! a size, 
and with an amount of reading mat- 
ter that suggests to a country edi- 
tor the idea of something like the 
aid of the megician to produce. 
Truly, the Herald is one of the 
wonders of the age—a very Colossus 
of journalism which bestrides not a 
continen; but a world. | 


| Tue Herald quotes so much of 


our article on Conklin as vindicatea 
the sagacity of tbat able journal, 
It, however, stops there and refrains 
from giving the reasons we urged 
why Conklin could not get the nom- 
ination. Since our article was writ- 
ten the aversion both to Conklin 
and to Blaine iu North Carolina hes 
strengthened, and neither of them 
stand the ehost of a chance for the 
vote of the Republican delegation 
from this State. Neither does Mor- 
ton, and the choice at present is 
narrowed down to Bristow and 
Haves, all to give way to the un- 
known man, perhaps. 


Tue English Government refuses 
to deliver up Winslow, held by it on 
charges of forgery. To our appre- 
hension, it seemed singular that a 
man arrested on a known and speci- 
tied crime should not under treaty 
stipulations be at once yielded up, 
and that the Government arresting 
him had no right to exact conditions 
for his treatment by the Government 
clainiing him. England, however, 
requires as 2 condition that Winslow 
should only be tried for the charge 
on which he is claimed as a fugitive 
criminal, and unless she receives 
surances that he will be tried only on 
that, and upon no other indictments 
found for the offences, she will hold 
him and discharge him at the end of 
the period allowed for his detention. 
Secretary Fish indignantly repudi- 
ates the doctrine of Great Britain, 
and asserts that it is not her business 
to dictate the limits of the American 
criminal proceedings. And hemight 
seem to be correct. But England 
acts upon the principle that as these 
extradition laws are not a part of the 
law of nations, but the creations of 
treatics, they must be construed lit- 
erally, because otherwise they might 
be abused for political purposes, and 
the Kingdom be made a_ party to in- 
testine or party feuds in the United 
States. 


THE PRESIDENT’S SALARY. 
The bill reducing the salary of the 


President to the old standard of 
$25,000 a year which passed both 


houses of Congress, has been re- 
turned by the President with hisob- 
jections. What they are does not 
yet appear, and as the President 
himself is now no candidate for re- 
election the public have some cur:- 
osity on the subject. Grant himself 
is not affected by the reduction. 
The only solution apparent now, is 
that he calculates upon his ability 
to designate his successor, and ia 
doing so,to secure him a good place. 
The salary, increased to $50,000 was 
a concession toa man who had done 
good service to his country, rather 
than to the office he filled. Zhe 
salary, large as it is, only represea‘s 
half the emoluments, for the liber- 
ality of Congress in assuming the 
charge of the Presidential house- 
hold, of its furniture, its kitchen, its 
gardens, its grounds, its stables, re- 
lieves the President of all expenses 
except for personal indulgences, 
and therefore the salary is in the na- 
ture of a clear and free gift. The 
Democratic Congress, aiming at re- 
trenchment in all things and work- 
ing to restore republican simplicity, 
struck at this royal stipend. 

While so many millions in this 
country are wrestling with pover'y, 
and so many hard-working men 
barely eke ont a competence by 
ceaseless labor, itis but just to destroy 
this glaring contrast between un- 
earned splendor and the dark shades 
of pinching poverty. Grant, rapaci- 
ous iv all things, greedy of accumu- 
lation, holds on tenaciously to what 
he has got, and as if he had glori- 
fied the office he fills, demands the 
same provision for his successors. 


THE CITY CASE. 

At the time of this writing final 
action in the case which had occu- 
pied the attention of the court for 
two days had not been had ; but it 
is so sufficiently foreshadowed as to 
make it clear that partisan interests 
have prevailed, and that the city of 
Raleigh is to be remanded back to 
the domination overthrown in the 
election of last May. 

The action was originally com- 
menced before Judge Watts in 
chambers on an application for re- 
liefin the shape of a mandamus 
prayed for by John C. Gorman and 
others requiring the mayor to ap- 
point registrars for the Eastern, 
Middle and Western Wards of the 
city under the former charter ; to 
designate points in those Wards 
where the polls should be opened, 
and to appoint inspectors for these 
three Wards, and also to enjoin 
registrars from registering the vo- 
ters of the city and from holdiug 
an election on the Ist day of May. 

On the trial before Judge Watts 
the defendants agreed to admit and 
subinit to such principles as had 
been decided in the Wilmington 
City Charter case to be unconstitu- 
tional under the ruling of the Su- 
preme Court, among which was the 
requirement of ninety days resi- 
dence, but on the others to stand 
on their defence. 

After argument, the Judge grant- 


ed the judgment prayed for and the 


defendants took an appeal@to th® 
Supreme Gourt: In» speaking“ of 
that appeal, we mentioned the prev- 
alenee of @ rumor that after the 
judgment was signed, and jast bee | 
fore Judge Watts left for Hender- 


gon county, he sent for the Clerk, 


and when the Deputy Clerk went 
to bis room he ordered him to issue 


the mandamus and injunction not-— 


withstanding the appeal, and threat- 

ened to put the Clerk in jail unless. 
it was done. As to the threats we 

know nothing, but the mandamus 

and injunction were issued, and the 

appeal disregarcled,and this brought 

the case up before Judge Henry. 

After a prolonged argument on 
Tuesday, Judge Henry affirmed the 
decision of Judge Watts, with the 
indulgence of a farther answer to 
be putin by the defendants yester- 
day at 11 o'clock. 

This case, confined to the affairs 
of a single city, is yet of interest to 
the whole State I+ is one of the 
best commentarics upon Radical- 
ism that could be made. The whole 
object of these legal (7) proceedings 
is to reinstate ia power the mob 
that ruled this city with such detri- 
ment to its best interests. Toreach 
this end the deliberate act of Leg- 
islature is set aside. Iiven admit- 
ting the unconstitntionality of some 
of the features cf the new charter— 
which we do not, though a Repub- 
lican Supreme Court s0 agrees—- 
there were enough saving features 
in that charter to have given it vi- 
tal force. 

To the‘ property-holder and to 
the quiet citizen the revolution to 
be effected by this reversal is appall- 
ing. Jiven non-partisan eyes must 
have looked on with satisfaction at 
the change wrought under the new 
charter. Order had come out of 
chaos, economy out of extravagance, 
quiet out of disturbance. The 
finances bad been well managed, the 
taxes had been reduced, public duties 
bave been faithfully executed, peace 
has been preserved, exact justice 
has been administered and a feel- 
ing of security established to which 
the city had previously been a stran- 
ger.

We cannot express surprise at 
the action of these two Judges.

Judges may decide under 
the forms of law; unconscious!y 
perhaps, they are governed by their 
political tendencies ; and the temp- 
tation to give party friends the ad- 
vapiuge of judicial decisions is too 
great to be resisied. They are the 
exponents of the whole system, 
essentially wrong, essentially parti- 
san, essentially partial. And in de- 
cisions of the coarts under Repub- 
lican Judges the principle seems to 
be that Democrats have no rights 
Republicans are bound to respect.

poses of the paitoership. This prop- 
erty must amount to many millions 
of collars, 

Mrs, Stewart states, in the convey- 
ance, as one of the considerations, 
her d- sie to effectuate the wishes of 
her late husband, that the business 
in which he was ergaged may be 
continued and carried ou, the same 
as if he were living. Of course thi- 
could not be done if tie new firm 
had net ample eapita!. ‘This is furn- 
ished to the senior pariner, Mr. Hil- 
ton, by her conveyanee. 

fhe transfer does not include any 
real estate in the city of New York. 
But inasmuch as the Tenth street 
store stands on leased lané@, this is 
not very important. Besides, eon- 
sidering that the Working Women’s 
Hotel isa very dubious experiment, 
it may be better for the pew firm not 
to be saddled with it. Tudeed, it is 
quite asign of shrewdness in Mr. 
Hilton, almost worthy of Mr. Stew- 
art himself, not toinelude this, in 
taking a conveyance of what he 
wanied, but to “let it slide.” 

There is no rea-on to doubt that 
the great weulihof Mr. Stewart wii] 
be devoted to purposes of real charity 
as he understood it. It will not be 
wasted or given away. It willgo on 
accumulating, in the hands of Mr. 
Hilton. To quote Mr. Hilton’s own 
words, spoken no longer ago than 
day before yesterday, ‘it is more 
charitable to furnish employment to 
men and women than it is to destroy 
their self-respect by giving them 
money as to paupers.”” Assuredly, 
a gentleman of Mr Hilton’s present 
wealth will not be guilty of destroy- 
ing any one’s self-respect. 

The Union League and other 
societies having ‘great ex pectations’’ 
may feel disappointed; but the pub- 
lic will perceive that the new firm 
has now plenty of capital to buy for 
eash, and at the very lowest cash 
prices. The one-pricesystem, which 
has worked so well and givena de- 
e.ded advantage over competitors, 
wi'l be continued. The devotion of 
Mrs, Stewart tothe memory of her 
husband in giving more when he 
had given much will be warmly eom- 
mended. Youths who have seen old

WASHINGTON. Apri! 19.—James J. 
Haynes, Unit d States Co rmmerei:l 
Agent, has lelegraplied the state De- 
pariment from New Lored». Mexico, 
April igh, that Reyolutio cists 
levied a foreed Joau there on me = 
chants of two thousand dollsrs, and 
if not paid to-morrow, the the 
stores will be forced open aud goods 
sold to double the amount. The 
amount is divided among ten mer- 
chanta, five of whom are Ameriesan 
citizens, Haynesapplied to Fort Me- 
Intosh for protection. The com- 
mandant refused to act without 
orders from Washington. 

The ~ecretary of War directed the 
Department Commander to grant 
the protection asked to American 
citizens nvainst such lawless: utrages, 
as the governmecvt of Mexico is un 
able to prevent, but wishes caution 
to be exercised. The Secretary of 
War thinks the intention of this 
government to protect its citizens, 
will perhaps prove sufficient. 

The Seeretary of the Navy will also 
direct a gun boat on the Rio Grande 
to co-operate for the protection of 
American citizens. The steamer 
Marion sailed from Port Royal for 
Tampico, Mexico.
